My pear Sox,—Next to being made a par- 
taker of living faith through the influence of 
the Holy Spirit, it ts beyond all question the 
highest honor that can be put upon a sinful 
worm of the dust, to be indulged with grace for 
the Christian ministry 5 and as you appear to be 
favoured with a measure of talent, I greatly re- 
joice that you have the disposition also to de- 
vote yourselt to the Lord’s service. A serious 
attention to the following hints, dictated by 
hearty affection, will, I trust, be profitable to 
you in your new and very important engage- 


rent, 

: First, —Be particularly attentive to live near 
to God, by adaily walk of holy obedience to 
him. Do not satisfy yourself that all is right 
because you feel a degree of pleasure in employ- 
ing yourself with the things of religion, and 
have your passions occasionally excited by them. 
This may be while the beartis very far from 
being right with God, and you may even do 
‘“‘woadertul works in Christ's name,” and be 
disapproved by him at the same moment ! (Matt. 
vii. 22, 25.) As profession does not necessari- 
ly iinply possession, so talents are one thing and 
orace is another. Judas was an apostle as well 
as Joho. And tt should always be remember- 
ed, ‘He that is joined to the Lord ts one spirtt. 
And, “herein (says our blessed Lord) is my 
Father glorified, that ye bear much fruit; so 
shall ye be my disciples.” By carefully imita- 
ting the erample of the Re deemer, It is Impossi- 
ble but that God will be honored, aud your fe- 
heity abundantly promoted. 

Secondly,—Let the great design of the Gos- 
pel ministry be kept constantly belore your 
mind. Whatisthis? ‘To provide you with a 
respectable livelihood, or to give you an oppor- 
tunity of exhibiting your capabilities to admir- 
ing auditories? | trust you have not so learn- 
ed Christ. On the contrary, you are sensible 
that itis intended to promote the Saviour’s glo- 
ry in the conversion of sinners, and the edifica- 
tion of believers. If these objects are not prop- 
erly regarded, we have no just reason to expect 
the Holy Spirit’s assistance, or Christ's appro- | 
bation ; therefore, they should give the princi- | 
pal tone to all our studies, and all our discour- 
ses.

There 
are persons whom itis impossible to esteem, 
and with whom therefore friendship cannot be 
cultivated ; but even that is no reason why 
they should be treated with contumely. On 
the contrary, we should still try to do them 
good, and take every possible care to give them 
no reasonable ground tospeak against us.— 


very best of your abiluy. The Divine direc- 
tion to ‘Timothy was, “Study to shew thyself 
approved unto God, a workman that needetl 
not to be ashamed ; rightly dividing the word oi 
truth.” Merely to fill upthe allotted time is a | 
poor thing indeed; or only to say some good 
things upon the text to which you profess to en- 
gage your hearers attention. Be determined 
thorouglily to understand your subject, and to 
bring forth in the most perspicuous manner in 
your power those things that are calculated by 
the Divine blessing to weigh with every portion 
of your auditory. ‘Cursed (saith God) be the 
deceiver which hath in his flock a male, and 
vowe'h and sacrificeth unto the Lord a corrupt 
thing.” Some preachers have been known to 
boast how little trouble theirsermons have cost 
them! but itis surely more to our honor, and 
more likely to please our Master, and do good, 
when we have taken pains to prepare ourselves 
for the service of God in all thatis expected 
from us; and we are most likely to be divinely 
assisted and succeeded, not when we have left 
it until we come into the pulpit before we pre. 
sent our petitions, but when we are leas! char- 
geable with negligence in our previous prepa- 
rations. 

Fourthly,—Do not aim at popularity but use- 
fulness. It is a natural consequence of out- 
ward respectability to make the approbation of 


the multitude, and especially of those who a- | 


bound in worldly wealth and may benefit our 
outward condition, a particular object of regard ; 
and, alas! how many that appeared very prom- 
ising in their commencement, have seriously 
injured, if they have not totally ruined them- 


selves, by courting popular applause, or at least | 


the favor of those who are distinguished by their 
outward circumstances. Rant will generally 
please the multitude; and a cold moral essay 


with finely rounded periods, delivered without | 


action, and in a whisper, is now the general 
price of the favor of those who pride themselves 
upon their intellectuality; but both « preaching 


Christ’s rule is, “Bless them that curse you, do 
good to them tha,t hate you, and pray for them 
that despitefuily use you, and persecute you.” 
And this conduct, through God’s blessing, has 
turned many into cordial friends, who might 
otherwise have been implacable enemies ; and 
where it has not produced this blessed effect, it 


has still been of incalculable benefit to the in- | 


dividual who has pr-perly regarded it,and has 
saved his personal feelings from wounds which 
others have felt to be incurable. 
Lighthly,—Follow your public ministrations 
as much as possible with suitable private ine 
structions and admonitions. This is, perhaps, 


one of the most difficult parts of the minister's 


office, and, ia some instances, it is quite imprac 
ticable, [rom various causes; but, wherever it 
can be attended to,it should upon no account 
be neglected, and the best effects have often fol- 
lowed its diligent observance. 

My paper warns me to conclude, but your 
own good sense upon a careful and prayerful 
examination of the Holy Scriptures will sug- 
gest a variety of other considerations equally 
deserving your regard. May a large measure 
of the spirit of wisdom and of grace be impart- 
edto you, and may the blessing of God rest up- 
on yourself, and upon all your exertions for the 
Divine glory, and the best interests of your fel 
low-men, SD. -

When to expunge a foul blot from national 
character, the great, und wise, and benevolent 
are combining their energies, it becomes not 
those of humble name or obscure station, to 
remain indifferent.

REPORT 
or THE Encuisn Barrist Mission in INDIA. 


In presenting a condensed view of the opera- 
tions of the society forthe year now closed, we 
commence as usual with the city of Calcutta.— 
the congregation here has improved during 
the last year; it includes a consideratle num- 
ber of country-born pious young men, a circum- 
stance of much promise when the growing im- 
portance of that class of the population is consid- 
ered. 

The native church has enjoyed the pastoral 
care of Mr. W. H. Pearce, by whom public 
worship has been conducted four times a week 
through the year. Some instances have oc- 


curred requiring the excrcise of Christian dis- 


cip!ine, but, on the other hand, say the brethren, 
“the conversion of many, and the holy temper 
and conduct of others demand our lively grati- 
tude 

The type foundry and printing office, under 
the direction of Mr. Pearce, have been in full em- 
ployment during the year. Asa pleasing proof 
of the growing desire for knowledge among the 
natives, it may be mentioned that founts of 
typesin English, Bengalee, Persiay, Hindoo, 
and Goojuruttee have been supplied for their 
use, chiefly in Calcutta. 

The various educational labors in which our 
brethren are engaged have been proceeding as 
usual. At the benevolent Institution from 150 
to 160 boys have been in regular attendance, 
and the behaviour and diligence of many of the 
elder pupils has gratified their teachers, and 
drawn forth expressions of the liveliest gratitude 
from their parents and guardians for the ben- 
efits thus conferred on their children. And it 
is pleasing to add that, even where they have 
not declared themselves christians, they have 
thrown off the shackles of idolatry, and boldly 
avow their disbelief of the absurd trad:tions of 
the Hindoo mythology. 

At Chitpore, Mr. George Pearce has been as- 
sisted in preaching tothe heathen by a native 
brother who is very diligent and zealous in his 
attempts for the conversion of his countrymen. 
By their united labors the tidings of salvation 
have been addressed to multitudes in many 
places, both near and distant; in addition to 
which Mr. Pearce has continued the practice 
of itinerating among the villages bordering the 
Ganges, at the season most favorable for such 
excursions, 

Kharee, the most distant station connected 
with Calcutta, being about fifty miles from 
that city, has been visited with very merciful | 
tokens of the Divine goodness; in August, 
when brethren Yatesanmi W Pearce visited the 
station, they had the del git of bapuaimg 15, 
whose knowledge, fecling, and what was testi | 
fied and witnessed of their holy conduct, vave 
their brethren great satisfaction. At asubse- 
quent visit, the work was found still in progress, 
andS more were added tothe charch, having 
given equally satistactory evidence of real con- 
version. 

From the tenth report of the Female School 
Society, under the direction of eur Calcutta 
brethren, we learn that the total number of 
pupils is 550, whose general progress affords 
their instructors much pleasure. A commodi- 
ous central school-room has been erected, iv 
which the children heretofore composing vari- 
ous little schools are brought together, and thus 
enjoy the daily presence of the respected 
Superintendant, Mrs. George Pearce. ‘This 
change of plan, it is stated, has met with even 
more success than was anticipated, aad the 
conductors express their hope, therefore, that 
it will meet with the full approbation of their 
kind friends at home.

From late English papers. 

We have seen a private letter from Swan River, da- 
ted the 28th of April, and regret to find that it fully 
confirms the disastrous accounts respecting the state 
of the colony. The soil and climate are said to be full 
as excellent as was anticipated, but the settlers appear 
to have uniformly miscalculated in having expended 
their entire funds in outlay, leaving themselves so des- 
titute, as to render them entirely unable to await the 
productions of their grounds. The enormous rate at 
which they have been compelled to purchase provis- 
ions and other necessaries, has coimpletely beggared 
them, and the writer of the letter affirmed that, among 
the whole of the agriculturists, he does not believe 
£300 could be raised. 


At the silver mine of Konigsberg, a wonderful gal- 
lery has been pierced through the side of the moun- 
tain at the depth of 600 feet, through which the ore is 
now transported, instead of being ‘hoisted to the top. 
Its length 1s 6,000 feet, and it occupied 23 years in its 
completion. The process was most tedious, being en- 
tirely by calcination and hammering, which brought 
the rock off in flakes. Only two men could work at 
a time ; it was commenced both internally and exter- 
nally, and it is much to their credit that, upon meet 
ing, there were only two or three feet difference in the 
level, and none in the direction. It is from six to sey- 
en feet wide and from 10 to 15 high.
